In the eat skeleton apparently, there 
is a certain magie bone which, if held in the 
mouth, performs this magic trick. Knowledge 
of just which bone it is unfortunately has 
been lost to antiquity, so it is advised to test 
each bone, standing in front of a mirror to 
make sure when you have vanished.) 

Only pure black eats with blue eyes can be 
used. Throw live, bound animal into three- 
legged eauldron of boiling water. Stir with 
wooden spoon and cook until all the meat 
shreds away from the bones. Strain liquid 
into a second pot (it makes a tasty broth) 
through flannel cloth, then separate bones 
from fur and animal tissue. Gather all the 
bones together and place'each as directed into 
the mouth until you have disappeared.

(А gourmet dish that will astound and de- 
light even the most hardened ghoul.

2 tablespoons dried blood seasoning
